The Right Way to War-n Itulldlnga 
Three irf atnplo ovidenco to prove that 


the rational heating of buildings was a 
well understood art several thousand 
years ago. In the palmy days of Pom- 
peii's early existence,- before its burial 
under volcanic ashes, the old Boman 
baths in that tovyn were heated by 
steam, and in a better and far more sci- 
entific manner than is followed at the 
present time. The walls of the build- 
ings wero double, and the steam, at at- 
aospherio pressure, no donbt, \vae car- 
ried up through these walls all around 
the rooms to be warmed, bringing them 
to » temperature approximating that of 
the steam, and the occupants of the 
room were thus exposed to a radiation 
of warmth from all directions. 
In this 


wo have tho true theory of heating. 
Following in a measure this early sys- 
tem, some one iu Germany, a«#oi'ding 
to recent account, proposes to build .a 
house of which tho framework ia to be 
made up of water tubing, through 
which warm water is to be circulated 
in winter and cold wator in summer, 
warming or cooling the inclosed spaces 
as may be prompted by requirements. 
All the floors aud ceilings and walls are 
to be crossed and recrosaed by water 
pipes, affording heating' and cooling 
surface exactly where theory tells us it 
should b3 to give the most desirable re- 
sults. The braiding of that house would 
certainly niiord nn excellent modern 
practical demonstration of tho value of 
"thoso ideal principles.— Oassier's Itagsi- 
ziue.

The forest treo has a hundred cr a 


thousand yeara to live and exhibits 1.10 
precocious anxiety to produce fruit. At 
15, SO or 30 years is time enough to 
think of such things, and when t-Jsa 
time comea-the delicate essential organs- 
are protected merely by.<i few. simple 
green or yoJlows^E" or by none at all. 
The pollen is lavishly produced, for the 
wind is not so precise a vehicle of trans- 
mission, as tho insect, -and but a vory 
small percentage of the pollen grains 
will reach their destination. This, how- 
ever, is of little consequence, for an in- 
cipient seed needs but cno pollon grain 
to fertilize it, and should 100 fall upou 
it, 80 would be superfluous.—Good 
Words.

The isten&was fairly 


with the farthered inhabitants, and, aa 
the boat ran on to a rook that apparently 
afforded a landing, the birds, instead of 
moving away, seemed determined to 
resent the intrusion and stood theirs 
ground, viciously attacking the men, 
who, 
though they knocked the birds 


aside with dabs and oars, made no ap- 
preciable inroad upon their numbera 


The party then formed a compact 


body, and, armed with boathooks to 
push the shrieking throng aside, moved 
np what apparently was a street here 
and there dotted with singular stool- 
like objects about 8 feet,in width, 
larger at the top. These were the iiests 
of the albatrosa, and, as the men wero 
especially desirous of obtaining a set of 
eggs, they observed the nests very care- 
fully, but in every instance the bird 
when approached 
shuffled 
clumsily' 


away, and no eggs were fowad, though 
the birds were supposed to be sitting 
upon them. 


Finally a nest was found containing 


an egg, but just as the men drew near 
the bird alighted and tool: her place 
trpon it, eying them with suspicion aud 
uttering a curious half hissing sound. 
They watched:her for a few moments 
and then forced her from the nest, when, 
to their amazement, the egg had disap- 
peared as completely as though it had 
been swallowed up. Tho nost was ex- 
amined closely and finally torn apart, 
the men thinking that possibly the egg 
might have slipped into it in some mys- 
terious way, but without success. 


Ono of the party attempted to catch 


an albatross, and whilo he waa follow_- 
ing the bird in a ludicrous chase ovei 
the stubble an egg suddenly appeared, 
dropped by the running bird, which had 
all the time been carrying it, not tuidei 
her wing, as Bho is supposed to do at sea 
by superstitious sailors, but in a pecul- 
iar sack in the skin provided by nature 
for this very purpose. 


The albatross is famed for its power 


of flight, following vessels hundreds 01 
miles. Yet when nesting it apparently 
forgets that it has wings, as it can bo 
handled and pushed about in tho nest, 
making no attempt to fly or move un- 
less driven away by blows.- This may 
be due to the fact that the egg is held 
in the curious sack and the bird. in- 
stinctively knows that it cannot fly off 
with it; so it resists. 


This sly bird is called the molly 


mank. And its cousin, the great alba- 
tross, has a similar habit, the egg, 
which is five inches in length, almost 
as large as that of a swan, being held 
in a perfect incubating pouch. 


On Marion island the explorers found 


j;he great king peiiguin—a. bird which 
stands half as high as a man, with its 
bill'pointing directly upward instead of 
out, as with other birds. As they landed 
and approached the singular creatures, 
which had been standing about, they 
hopped away slowly, but nob au cgs 
could bo found, .a set of which was tho 
object of the visit. 


The birds had a peculiar .movement* 


..Instead of walking and moving cue foot 
after the other, or. alternately, they 
held them close together aud hopped. 
This excited the laughter 'of the men, 
who finally toppled a bird over, where- 
upon the egg rolled out upon the eaud. 


The king penguin was also an egg 


carrier, not only holding it while stand- 
ing still, but carrying tho big egg about 
with it by placing it in a pouch for ths 
purpose, holding it in. with the brotid 
webbed feet that arc kept closely to- 
gether. This explained the euriouu hop- 
ping motion of the birds, as they could 
not move their feet without dropping 
the egg, but the moment one was forced 
to give np the prize it run away, using 
both feet, like ordinary birds. 


This remarkable hnbit dces-.awny with 


the necessity of a nost, as the bird car 
ries its egg with it as it moves about. 
In these instances the birds rarely trans- 
port the egg to a great distance. If un- 
disturbed, they probably remain about a 
certain locality, bnt thero are birds 
which have been known to transport 
their eggs from one place to another, 
literally flying away with thorn. When 
Audubon first heard this story of the 
nighthawk, calledChuok Will'? widow, 
he thought it a story of the' negroes. 
Some insisted that the bird carried the 
egg away under its wing; others that it 
rolled the egg over the ground. To de- 
termine the truth Audnbon concealed 
himself in the woods under a nest, hav- 
ing first handled the eggs, and waited 
to see what the old bird would do. The 
first- bird to arrive appeared very de- 
jected at the discovery that tb,e secret 
home had been found, ruffling np its 
feathers and'uttering a moaning cry 
just audible to the listener. Then the 
mate arrived,, and, after various move- 
ments indicative of alarm, each bird 
took an egg in its capacious mouth and 
flew softly away. 


" tie Vaillant, the French naturalist, 
Observed the collared goatsucker of the 
Oape of Good Hope carrying off its eggs 
in the same manner—a comparatively 
easy feat, as the month of all these birds 
ia very capacious, a veritable trap when 
the jaws are opened for the various in- 
sects upon which they feed in the dusk 
between day aad night 


Many birds carry their young short 


distances, aa the woodcock, which has 
been seen carrying off a little one be- 
tween the olaws, while it ia well known 
that the wood dock carries its young 
flown from the nest in trees to the wa- 
ter, using her bill for the purpose,—
